Florida  Memorial  University 


I  Memorial  University,  one  of  the  oldest  academic  centers  in 
^    -  J,  was  founded  in  1879  as  the  Florida  Baptist  Institute  in  Live  Oak, 
,b.  Soon  after  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  gave  its  full  support 
J  the  first  regular  school  year  began  in  1  880. 

In  1  882  the  Florida  Baptist  Academy  was  established  in  Jacksonville,  Florida.  The 
name  was  later  changed  to  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute.  It  was  there  that 
two  brothers,  James  Weldon  Johnson  and  J.  Rosamond  Johnson  (faculty  member),  wrote 
the  words  and  music  to  what  has  become  known  as  the  Negro  National  Anthem, 
"Lift  Ev'ry  Voice  and  Sing",  in  1990. 

In  1 91 8  the  school  moved  to  St.  Augustine  on  part  of  1 1 0-acre  tract  of  land  known 
as  "Old  Homes  Plantation",  formerly  one  of  the  largest  slave  plantations  in 
Florida.  University  historians  state  that  this  is  where  the  famous  bell  which  now  sits 
above  the  Susie  C.  Holley  Chapel  was  purchased.  The  bell  was  originally  used  to 
gather  slaves  to  issue  daily  orders.  It  was  also  stated  that  this  bell  was  cast  at  the 
same  foundry  as  the  Liberty  Bell  which  is  enshrined  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 

In  1941  the  school  in  Live  Oak  and  the  school  in  St.  Augustine  merged,  changing 
its  limited  offerings  from  a  junior  college  classification  to  a  four-year  liberal  arts  insti- 
tution which  graduated  its  first  four-year  class  in  1945.  The  College's  name  was 
changed  in  1950  to  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Memorial  College.  In  1963  the 
charter  was  again  amended  to  change  the  name  to  Florida  Memorial  College.  In 
1968  the  College  relocated  to  its  present  site  in  Northwest  Miami  and  by  1972 
graduated  its  first  class  at  the  Miami  site.  Florida  Memorial  College  celebrated  its 
1 00'^  anniversary  in  1 979  and  began  a  series  of  expansion  projects  on  the  44-acre  site. 

In  1993  Dr.  Albert  E.  Smith  was  appointed  as  the  College's  tenth  president,  heralding 
another  period  of  growth  in  the  institution's  rich  history.  In  December  2004,  the  insti- 
tution's name  was  changed  to  Florida  Memorial  University  with  the  announcement 
being  made  at  the  Founders'  Convocation  in  March  2005.  On  July  3,  2006, 
Dr.  Karl  S.  Wright  became  the  eleventh  President  of  Florida  Memorial  University. 

On  August  1  1 ,  2009,  the  Florida  Memorial  University,  Board  of  Trustees  appointed 
Sandra  T.  Thompson,  Ph.D.  the  interim  President  of  Florida  Memorial  University.  On 
February  1,  2011  Florida  Memorial  University,  officially  welcomed  its  twelfth 
president.  Dr.  Henry  Lewis  III.

The  history  of  this  organization  was  born  out  of  a  need  to 
increase  student  engagement.  Florida  Memorial  University 
Student  Affairs  Annual  Departmental  Priority  2010-2011 
required  that  each  program  identify  an  area  that  needed  improvement 
or  change.  The  services  currently  provided  are  counseling,  tutoring, 
mentoring,  cultural  and  developmental  activities,  and  scholarships. 
In  researching  the  student  engagement  for  the  year,  it  was  determined  that  the  rate  of  student 
engagement  for  SSS  was  68%.  Subsequently,  a  staff  meeting  was  held  to  determine  how  the  SSS 
Project  could  engage  more  of  the  students  in  services  that  are  provided.  After  having  made  many 
suggestions,  it  was  suggested  by  staff  member,  Mary  Green,  that  a  service  organization  be  estab- 
lished under  the  auspices  of  Student  Support  Services  Project.  The  idea  was  informally  mentioned 
by  staff  and  supported  by  several  project  participants.  The  initial  suggestion  for  the  name  was 
Sigma  Sigma  Sigma  to  denote  the  three  S's  in  Student  Support  Services.  After  further  discussion 
and  research,  the  suggested  name  was  changed  to  I  ETA  PI  71  to  encourage  students  to  strive  to  reach 
a  3.14  GPA,  which  is  the  mathematical  equation  for  Pi  71.  Participants  will  also  be  able  to  celebrate 
National  Pi  71  Day  which  is  March  l4th  each  year  in  the  United  States.

Kappa  Alpha  Psi,  a  college  fraternity,  now  comprise  of  functioning  undergraduate  and  alumni 
chapters  on  major  campuses  and  in  cities  throughout  the  country  and  the  world,  is  the 
crystallization  of  a  dream.  It  is  the  beautiful  realization  of  a  vision  shared  commonly  by  the 
late  revered  Founders. 

Black-sponsored  Greek  letter  organizations  on  the  Indiana  University  campus  might  well  have  begun 
in  1903,  but  there  was  too  few  registrants  to  assure  a  continuing  organization.  In  the  year,  a  club  was 
formed  called  Alpha  Kappa  Nu  with  the  purpose  of  strengthening  the  voice  of  Blacks  at  the  university. 

The  club  disappeared  after  a  short 

time.  There  is  no  record  of  any 

similar  organization  at  Indiana  until 

ten  astute  African-American  college 

students,  on  the  night  of  January  5, 

1911,  sowed  the  seed  of  a  fraternal 

tree  whose  fruit  is  available  to,  and 

now  enjoyed  by,  college  men  every- 
where, regardless  of  their  color, 

religion  or  national  origin.

On  Friday  evening,  November  17,  1911,  three  Howard  University  undergraduate  students, 
with  the  assistance  of  their  faculty  adviser,  gave  birth  to  the  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity.  This 
event  occurred  in  the  office  of  biology  Professor  Ernest  E.  Just,  the  faculty  adviser,  in  the 
Science  Hall  (now  known  as  Thirkield  Hall).  The  three  liberal  arts  students  were  Edgar  A.  Love, 
Oscar  J.  Cooper  and  Frank  Coleman.  From  the  initials  of  the  Greek  phrase  meaning  "friendship  is 
essential  to  the  soul,"  the  name  Omega  Psi  Phi  was  derived.  The  phrase  was  selected  as  the  motto. 
Manhood,  scholarship,  perseverance  and  uplift  were  adopted  as  cardinal  principles.  A  decision  was 
made  regarding  the  design  for  the  pin 

and  emblem,  and  thus 

ended  the  first  meeting 

of  the  Omega  Psi  Phi 

Fraternity.

The  Founders,  Honorable  A.  Langston 
Taylor,  Honorable  Leonard  E  Morse,  and  Honorable  Charles  L  Brown,  wanted  to  organize  a 
Greek  letter  fraternity  that  would  truly  exemplify  the  ideals  of  Brotherhood,  Scholarship,  and 
Service.  They  desired  for  their  fraternity  to  exist  as  part  of  an  even  greater  brotherhood  which 
would  be  devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we"  rather  than  the  "exclusive  we".  Today,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  has 
blossomed  into  an  international  organization  of  leaders.  No  longer  a  single  entity,  members  of  the 
Fraternity  have  been  instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  the  Phi  Beta  Sigma  National  Foundation, 
the  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Federal  Credit  Union  and  The  Sigma  Beta  Club  Foundation. 
Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  founded  in  1920 
with  the  assistance  of  Phi  Beta  Sigma,  is 
the  sister  organization  of  the  Fraternity. 

The  Beta  Pi  Chapter  was  founded  March 
10,  1947  on  the  campus  of  Florida 
Memorial  College  by  Honorable  Brothers 
George  Ellis  and  Dr.  Von  D.  Mizell.  The 
Beta  Pi  Chapter  was  the  first  fraternity  to 
be  established  on  the  campus  of  Florida 
Memorial  University  and  is  still  going  strong.
